ACTIVITY IN BACON. 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


There has again been a quiet feeling to 
note in most departments of the provision 
trade during the past week, but it cannot 
be said that price fluctuations in any com- 
modity have been very marked, There has 
been no marked activity in bacon, and avail- 
able supplies of both Trish and Continental 
have moved quietly into consumption the 
milder weather which has prevailed being, 
no doubt, responsible for this state of affairs. 
Irish light selections have this week been 
advanced 1s, and heavy 2s. At the weekly 
meeting of the Manchester Bacon Committee 
no official change was made in Swedish and 
Dutch. Danish No. 3 selection were also 
unchanged, but No. 1’s and No. 2’s advanced 
Is., and an all-round reduction of 2s per 
cwt. was iecorded in Polish. The Danish 
official quotation for butter was this: week 
wired eight kroner lower, and ‘‘top now 
stands at 180 kroner per 100 kilos; at the 
corresponding period of last year the figure 
was kroner, and in 1931 kroner. The 
spot market closed steady for Continental 
makes, which were reduced in sympathy with 
the decline in the official quotation, and 
buyers showed a disposition to act cautiously. 
New Zealand and Australian showed a firmer 
tendency, but values are still very low as 
cevapared with European descriptions. Off- 
cial statistics give the export of Danish 
butter in casks during 1952 as 157.5 million 
kilos, as compared with 171.1 million kilos 
in 1931 and 168.2 million kilos in 1930. The 
largest importers of Danish butter during 
that period were Great Britain, Germany 
and Belgium, while smaller quantities were 
exported to ‘Switzerland, France and other 
countries. 


BETTER TENDENCY IN EGGS. 


The egg market closed with a quieter 
tendency. Present quotations for eggs show 
little material change from those which 
prevailed at this time last year. The 
colder weather which was recently ex- 
perienced caused prices to harden, but the 
present milder conditions have been respon- 
sible for a lack of activity in the demand, 
and the trend of quotations has been de- 
cidedly in favour of buyers. According to 
the census taken in this country last oy 
the increase of fowls and ducks from 1 
was as much as 19.2 per cent. Sir award 
Brown estimates in his annual review of the 
poultry industry that this means an increase 
in production of 600,000,000 eggs. There 
can be little doubt from the tradé statistics 
published that the imposition of the duty on 
een coming into this country materially 
reduced the imports from the Trish Free 
State, Denmark, Holland and Poland. These 
countries formerly sent big supplies, On the 
other hand, there has been a development 
in the situation in the ve large consign- 
ments from the Colonies. South Africa has 
sent supplies fairly well up to the average, 
and there has been a large increase in 
the arrivals from Australia.

Preventive Officer's Examination. | 


A correspondent writes to me to say that 
in setting examination papers for pro- 
motion to the rank of Customs and Excise 
Preventive Officer the Free State Revenue 
Commissioners would appear t6 keep more 
in view the work on which the officer is 
likely to be engaged than the British 
Revenue Board. Some of the questions 
set at a recent British examination test for 
prospective Preventive Officers wandered 
very far away from the officer’s duties and 
the scope of his general knowledge. 

Here are some of the questions set at 4 
recent examination in the Free State. — 

(1) Write a report to your supertor 
officer on one of the Mad incidenta, 
describing fully the action taken by you 
as a Preventive Officer :— 

(a) On examining the baggage of 
passengers arriving by regular omnibus a¢ 
the frontier post at 10 p.m. a male 
passenger, who is a Saorstat resident re- 
turning from a holiday in Northern Ire- 
land, declares he has “ nothing dutiable.”’ 
You find in a suit case produced by him 
three ladies’ silk gowns concealed amona 
his personal effects. A second suit care 
produced contains a used overcoat, three 
pairs of shoes (one pair new). . He also 
\admits ownership of a new golf bag con- 
taining six used and three new golf clubs 
and a new umbrella. 

(b) On rummaging a ship on arrival 
from Hamburg the preventive man assist- 
ing you points out a concealed recess in a

quantity of manufactured cut-tobacco, six 
boxes of cigars, and four bottles rí 
Geneva.

Space and Size.

Charles 
Darwin evidently believed that horses are 
affected in a similar manner. ‘‘ There can 
be no doubt,” he wrote, “ that horses 
become greatly reduced in size and altered 
in appearance by living on mountains and 
islands; and this apparently is due te 
lack of nutrition or varied foods,’’ 


Che Night Watchman. 


There are few lonelier occupations on 
land than that of the night watchman. 
When the world is asleep he is to be found 
on duty, and when he is supposed to be 
asleep the world is at work. The other night 
I came upon one of those isolated watch- 
men on the road to Howth, at a spot near 
the lonely Kilbarrack Churchyard. A 
bitterly cold ‘night it was, too, with a 
penetrating wind blowing from the North- 
West. There in his sixteenth or 
seventeenth century sentry-box I found 
him seated on the floor, with his great- 
coat on, and his hands outstretched before 
a glowing coke fire, not to protect; as one 
might suppose, the rugged beauty of his 
face, but to preserve the softness of his 
eyes and to keep the “ sand-man ” from 
them. He greeted me heartily. I could 
not resist the temptation of making all 
sorts of personal inquiries. Was he cold? 
Did he ever get the “flu? Did he ever fall 
asleep in his box? What were his hours 
of attendance by night? How was he 
paid? At present he spent nearly twelve 
hours a night in his box, and was re- 
munerated at the rate of 5s. 10d. a night. 
I suggested that in this age of luxury and 
comfort, something could be done—without 
involving his employers in any great 
additional expense—to improve his 
physical comfort in what should be 
regarded as an obsolete sentry-box. His 
reply was characteristic of his generation. 
“ Who is going to worry about the comfort 
of a few old men in watch-boxes ?”’ 

At the same time I think that a more 
up-to-date shelter than the old-time 


sentry-box could be devised, with internal 
heat, such as an oil stove, for these lonely

A native of Welbourne, in Lincolnshire, 
Sir William joined the 16th Lancers as a 
private fifty-six years ago. Life in the

without either influence or money. He 
was posted to the 3rd Dragoon Guards 
(the Carabineers), and went with-them to 
India. : 

His talent for 2 ap mate won his 
further promotion. e became Railway 
Transport Officer. in the Miranzai and 
Black Mountains expeditions in 1891. Next 
year he became Staff Captain and 
D.A.Q.M.G. at Simla, and three years 
later took over the post of Intelligence 
Officer with the Chitral Relief Force.

Sir William was back in England at 
the Staff College, and later became a 
Staff Captain in the Intelligence Depart- 
ment at the War Office. Not long after- 
wards he was on the staff in the South 
African campaign, and came home a 
Lieutenant-Colonel, again to be posted to 
the War Office staff. On joining the 
Headquarters Staff at Aldershot he 
became Commandant of the Staff College.

“THE NEXT WAR.” 


After his retirement from active work 
Sir William Robertson spent a great deal 
of his time in anti-war propaganda, but 
he condemned ‘‘ unpractical pleas for dis- 
armament.”’ Efforts, he said, must be 
concentrated’ on “‘ removing existing 
causes of friction, and checking ambitious 
policies of self-aggrandisement.”’ 

“In the next war,” he warned the 
country on one occasion, “the horrors 
which may be suffered by the civil popula- 
tion through air attacks and new chemical 
substances seem almost to be without 
limit.” 

Sir William spoke ‘sadly of the last 
war. “We shal] never know precisely 
how much it cost,” he said. ‘‘In direct 
outlay the figure is probably forty 
thousand million pounds; in indirect cost 
it may be estimated at thirty thousand 
million pounds, a total of seventy thousand 
million pounds. i 

“'Pfhe loss of life was ten million men 
and boys—largely boys—and more than 
that, over twenty million men were 
wounded and many maimed for life. 
Eight million deaths were caused by 
wounds,”’ 

Because of his previous good health and 
the suddenness of his passing, the death 
of Sir William has been reported to Mr 
Ingleby Oddie, the Coroner for Padding- 
ton, who will decide whether or not ap 
inquest will be necessary. 

The successor to the baronetcy is Sir 
William’s elder son, Major Brian Huber’ 
Robertson, D.8S.0., M.C. 


HIGH TRIBUTES. 


Field-Marshal Viscount Allenby said, 
when told of Sir William’s death: ‘‘ Sir 
William Robertson was a man of sterling 
worth and splendid achievements, and his 
death is a very big loss in every possible 
way. He was one of the most outstanding 
characters of our day. His war work in 
France and: at home was very largely 
responsible for the victory we won.” 

Field-Marshal Sir Claud W. Jacob 
said: “I had the greatest admiration for 
Sir William Robertson. I looked upuor. 
him as one of the finest soldiers we have 
had. It is a great regret to several of is 
that his work was not more recognised 
than it was. Having risen from the ranks, 
he was very sympathetic in all questions 
that affected the British soldier. His 
great asset was his rugged honesty. He 
was as straight as a die, and all ranks 
in consequence had the greatest confidence 
in him.’’ 

Mr. Lloyd George said: “TI am very 
shocked to hear of Sir William Robert- 
son's death. I had been closely associated 
for several years with him during the 
Great War. He was a remarkable man, 
and his career was a very striking one. 

“It is worthy of note that, although 
our association began in a great war, the 
last time I saw him he was presiding 
over a great peace meeting at which 
spoke.” 


A TRUE FRIEND. 


Field-Marshal the Earl of Cavan said: 
“The sudden death of Field-Marshal Sir 
William Robertson is a great loss to the 
Army. Whether in peace or war his judg- 
ment was ever sound and reliable. His 
views were expressed with crystal clear- 
ness. Every soldier, from field-marshal to 
private, will mourn the loss of a true 
friend, a good counsellor and a strong 
man. ' 

General Weygand, Chief of the French 
Army in the event of war, gave an 
exclamation of dismay when he was 
informed by Reuter of the death of Field- 
Marshal Sir William Robertson, says 
Reuter’s Paris Correspondent. 

“One of my best friends,” General 
Weygand remarked. “I knew Sir William 
Robertson throughout the war, and our 
relations were most cordial. From the 
beginning I formed the highest opinion of 
him as a soldier. As time passed I admired 
and loved him as a man. We travelled 
ul Italy together in 1917.’’ 

‘‘ A fine example of a British soldier, 
gentleman and friend,’’ was General 
Weygand’s summing-up. 


PREMIER’S TRIBUTE, 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the Prime 
Minister, said: “I am deeply grieved 
to hear of the death of this fine old 
soldier. He won his way by the sheer

Sir Arthur Thomson, better known as 
Professor J. Arthur Thomson, was a 
brilliant biologist with a world-wide re- 
putation. In his later years he became 
even better known as a popular lecturer, 
ee Áis on the wireless, and writer on 

iological problems and famous. for his 
attacks on sex taboos. Though a sincere 
believer in evolutionary principles, he 
believed in the existence of a Divine 
guidance in nature, and was the 
author of numerous books on this 
and allied subjects, in addition 
to innumerable zoological papers. 
He was Regius Professor of Natural His- 
tory in the University of Aberdeen for 
thirty-one years. 

Born in East Lothian in 1861, he was 
educated at the Universities of Jena, 
Berlin and Edinburgh, where he graduated 
M.A. He was formerly Lecturer on 
Zoology and Biology in the School of 
Medicine in Edinburgh, and in 1924 was 
Terry Lecturer at Yale University. The 
Universities of Edinburgh, McGill, Cali- 
fornia and Aberdeen honoured him with 
the honorary degree of LL.D., and he was 
knighted in 1930. 

Sir Arthur, who was seventy-one years 
of age, leaves a widow, one daughter and 
three sons. The eldest son, Dr. A. L.

Isolda, an Irish princess, 
whose name is preserved in the name 
Chapelizod, the Liffey-side village which 
marks her home, is to wed King Marke 
of Cornwall. The first scene of the opera 
is the deck of the ship on which Isolda 
ia being escorted to Cornwall by Sir 
Tristan. After some wrangling they 
intend to drink a fatal poison, but 
Brangine, Isolda’s attendant, substitutes 
a love potion. As Isolda and Tristan, 
after drinking it, gaze at ome another 
with deepening passion, the saflors hai! 
the coming into sight of the Cornish 
coast. 

The second act shows a secret meeting 
of Tristan and Isolda while the Ei and 
his courtiers are away hunting. The hunt- 
ing party returns unexpectedly, and, heed- 
less of Brangáne's warning voice from 
the tower, the lovers are found by the 
King, to whom they have been false. 
Tristan receives a wound from the sword 
of one of the c> “tiers, and the third act 
shows him lying, now in mortal agony, at 
a castle by the sea in Brittany, to wiich 
he has been borne by his faithful friend 
Kurwenal. 

His agony is one of mind even more 
than of body. A message from King 
Marke, which would have relieved it, 
reaches him too late; and Isolda, come 
to join him, can do so only in death. 
Bending over him, she sings the glorious 
melody of the Liebestod. No one who has 
once seen the opera can ever again hear

British Trade. 


Britain's. adverse balance of trade 
continues to decline, although the process 
is distressingly slow. In January of last 
year imports exceeded exports by nearly 


latest Board of Trade returns, the excess 
had ben reduced to a little under 
£21,000,000—representing a monthly de- 
crease of £5,000,000, or of £60,000,000 in 
the course of a year. A portion of this 
decrease, unhappily, has been secured by 
the economic war with the Irish Free 
State. Nevertheless, when the figures re- 
lating to Irish imports have been 
deducted, it is still manifest that Britain 
has contrived, in a substantial measure, 
to lessen the volume of goods which 
she imports ftom other countries. The 
dumping menace appears to have received 
a positive check, and the new policy of 
protection is showing positive results. 
Imports of manufactured goods are 
responsible for a large proportion of 
the decrease, but, from the Irish 
point of view, the most sinister 
aspect of the figures lies in their evidence 
that. Britain is ceasing to buy her formerly 
huge supplies of food and drink from 
external sources. If at any time she 
decides to break the last link which binds 
her to her old free trade policy, and 
consents to the imposition of duties on 
meat, the adverse balance will be lowered 
still further. 1s things are, however, the 
existing duties and the various quota 
systems have produced a really striking 
effect. ' 
On the other hand, ií the import figures 
have declined, the export figures have 
declined with them. A year ago Britain 
despatched goods to the value of some 
£36,000,000 overseas monthly; to-day her 
sales have dropped by nearly £3,000,000 
a month. That result, of course, was only 
to be expected from a tariff policy, which 
at. its best is a two-edged weapon. Exports 
to the Free State, like imports from the 
Free State, show a lamentable decline 
from the level of a year ago, and several 
other countries reduced their 
purchases of British goods. Sooner or 
later the British Government will be 
compelled to turn its attention to this 
state of things. Britain’s industries are 
sufficiently large to supply a population 
ten times as large as her own, and inter- 
national commerce is the very breath of 
her being. Part of her problem will be 
solved when the Ottawa agreements are 
translated into practice. These not only 
have ensured her hold on the Dominion 
markets, but have provided her with a

Several foreign countries at the present 
moment are seeking to open negotiations 
for mutual trade between Britain and 
It is impossible to make 
arrangements of any kind while the 
shadow of War debts still overhangs 
Europe; but, if that problem finds a 
solution within the next few months, we 
may expect to see a general remodelling 
of tariff walls which will provide British 
industry with a new start, 

An improvement in British tradecannot 
come too soon. The unemployment figures 
keep an appallingly high level, and show 
no immediate prospect ‘of a decrease. 
They cannot decline, of course, until 
commerce - revives. To-day, even if 
universal free trade existed, the British 
manufacturer still would lag in the com- 
mercial race. His wares are as good as 
those of any country in the world, bu! 
‘the cost of their production, which is 
reflected in the price charged to his 
customers, is high; “British industry is 
compelled to bear a burden of taxation 
which is unknown in any other country. 
It must furnish the maintenance of 
a multitude of unemployed, and it must

A Mad World. 

When the present period of depression 
began most of us cherished the belief that, 
by a mysterious law of compensation, good 
times would follow bad. This pathetic hope 
is not shared by Dr. Desloges, the general 
medical director of mental hospitals for 
the Province of Quebec, who has made. the 
latest scientific contribution to the 
philosophy of the slump. In 1923, it 
seems, Dr. Desloges startled his colleagues 
with the prophecy that the world would 
become insane within twenty-five years. 
To-day he declares that his forecast was too 
liberal. Already, in his opinion; reason 
is dethroned, and humanity, ‘‘ mentally, 
morally and socially bankrupt,’’ hurtles 
itself down the slope to destruction with 
the frenzied avidity of the Gadarene swine. 
This intelligence makes cheerless reading 
for a February morning, but, fortunately, 
Dr. Desloges is not a merely -destructive 
critic. He proposes a measure which, if it 
cannot cure, at least may alleviate. Since 
there is more insanity outside the 
hospital than inside, he suggests that the 
time is approaching when the patients 
must be released to act as wardens over 
the rest of the population. The layman 
will dare, perhaps, to doubt the justice 
of this entertaining paradox. Dr. Johnson, 
in speaking of his unfortunate friend 
Smart, observed that madness ‘‘ frequently 
discovers itself by unnecessary deviation 
from the usual modes of the world,” If, 
as the Canadian alienist supposes, the 
nations share alike in this latter-day 
madness, we are led to the conclusion that 
the unhappy minority of the sane will 
contintie to reside behind high walls ; for 
the abnormal will have become the normal. 
Dr. Desloges’s theory, outlined with the 
gloomy relish of one who brings bad 
tidings, is the logical culmination of the 
pessimism to which the world has been 
subjected during the past few 
Before we accept the conclusion, we may 
examine the premises upon which such 
gloomy prophecies are based. The greatest 
factor in the collapse of sanity, we are 
told, is excessive mental strain caused by 
the ever-increasing complexity of life, and 
this strain has brought into view ‘ the 
impending material and political bank- 
ruptcy of the civilised world.’’ A student 
of history will detect a familiar sequence

Sir William Robertson. 


In the terrific upheaval of the French 
Revolution all the social strata were 
shattered, and genius came to the front 
with a tush. At least a score of 
Napoleon’s soldiers found the marshal’s 
baton in their knapsacks; a few of them 
found thrones. Even in France the Great 
War did not reproduce such careers, and 
meteoric progress of this sort is 
discouraged by the temperate nature of the 
British character and by the solidity of 
British systems, Many private soldiers have 
achieved substantial rank in the British 
Army—like the late Major-General Sir 
Luke O'Connor, V.C., who had taken the 
Queen’s shilling in an Irish regiment— 
but only one, in modern times, has 
climbed from the bottom of the tree to 
the very top. Fifty-six years ago William 
Robertson, a Lincolnshire had of seventeen, 
joined the 16th Lancers as a private; he 
died yesterday as Field-Marshal Sir 
William Robertson, Bart., G.C.B., D.S.O. 
The young private was sent to India, and 
within two years had become a subaltern. 
It was extraordinarily quick promotion 
for those conservative times, but young 
Robertson was not an ordinary soldier ; 
from the first day of his arrival in India 
he devoted himself to the study of the 
native languages. Returning from the 
South African War as a colonel, he held 
posts of increasing responsibility at home ; 
and in the year before the Great War he 
was. appointed Director of Military 
Training at the War Office. During the 
first year of the War he was a most 
efficient Quartermaster-General in France. 
His later and finest work as Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff between 1915 
and 1918—is it not written in a hundred 
records of an epic conflict?) Sir William 
Robertson was a British soldier of the best 
type. A brave, capable and wise 
administrator, he hdd those gifts of 
character which. not once or twice in 
England's history have opposed and have 
defeated sheer brilliancy of intellect. He 
hated the cruelties and miseries of war ; 
but, like that other great soldier, Ear! 
Roberts, he never ceased to warn his 
country that, so long as war endures, she 
must be prepared for it. .

There will be a full-dress debate on 
Thursday in the House of Commons on « 
v8te .of censure. moved. by- the official 
Opposition in regard to unemployment ; 
ca ‘while it is unlikely that the Prime 
Minister and the Government will have 
anything novel or fresh to say, their sup- 
porters hope that some plans to deal with 
the growing evil may be unfolded. Many 
members of the National side desire, above 
all things, a definite policy with which 
to meet their constituents. It seems un- 
likely, however, that anything of the kin! 
ean be forthcoming until the National 
Unemployment Insurance Bill is imtro- 
duced, and this may not be for some weeks 
yet. This bill, according to rumour, wil! 
be the most important measure of the kins 
yet presented, and its very magnitude is 
the cause of delay. 


Coal Fuel for Aeroplanes. 


The decision that the Navy is to have a 
very comprehensive series of real and 
exhaustive tests with fuel extracted from 
coal is no new tidings, but it is interestiny 
to learn that experiments are being con- 
ducted by the Air Ministry to ascertain 
whether the new fuel can be used in aero- 

lane engines. Some of these experiments 
ee been made in the air, and the 
results are regarded as promising. 
Altogether the possibilities attendant on 
the successful development of the new fuel 
are enormous. Thousands of miners and 
other workers will be found employment, 
and Britain’s reliance on foreign countries 
for supplies of petrol and other oils wili 
be removed in part. The Government wil! 
be able to secure supplies for the Navy, 
Army and Air Force at a greatly reduced 
cost—an important point in these days ol 
mechanisation—while the requirements for 
rail and road transport can be supplied at 
a cheaper rate than is now paid. 


Discontent at Geneva. 


Private advices from Geneva during the 
week’s end are of a somewhat cheerless 
character, so far as an early agreement 
concerning disarmament is concerned. 
Divisions among the principal Powers 
seem to be more decided than they were ~ 
year ago, and even on matters where there 
appeared to be a possibility of an agree- 
ment, there is a tendency to qualify accept- 
ance by conditions almost equal to rejec- 
tion. The German claim for equality 'n 
armaments, which the new French Govern- 
ment refuses to accept, is not the only 
difficulty ; for the British plan, though it 
has been “ accepted in principle,’ is being 
assailed by a number of amendments 
which render its chance of success highly 
improbable. 


Co-Operative Societies and Taxation. 


Little doubt is entertained that changes 
will be made im the next Budget in the 
income tax obligations of the co-operative 
societies, but it is not certain whether 
the societies are likely to be liable for the 
full tax on profits, like an ordinary 
trading concern.* From the latest details 
available there appear to be nearly 1,300 
societies, all of which will be liable to any 
income tax changes introduced, though 
all are not affiliated with the co-operative 
political party. It may be mentioned that 
the political party is not making headway, 
and actually the number of subscribing 
societies to the political fund showed a 
decrease of ten during the last year. The

British Art. 


The organisers of the British Art 
Exhibition, which will be held at 
Burlington House next winter, . already 
have begun to chocse the pictures which 
they hope to exhibit. The task is likely 
to be very heavy, and the Royal Academy 
is anxious that the exhibition shall equal! 
in interest the Flemish, Dutch, Italian 
and French displays of the past few years. 
The period selected ranges from the 
sixteenth century down to the second half 
of the nineteenth century, and the number 
of pictures coming within these limits 
must be great. One difficulty, however, 
lies in the tracing of some of the finest 
pictures. During the past quarter of a 
century many famous works have changed 
ownership with almost puzzling rapidity, 
and cannot be found = easily. The 
organisers can draw on many famous art 
galleries, however, and the exhibition is 
certain to be remarkable in many respects 


Salvage. 


Following upon the recent salvaging o? 
gold from the sunken liner Egypt off 
Ushant, the Sorima Company shortly will 
make an attempt to recover a huge 
quantity of copper from the bed of the 
ocean. In April the Artiglio, famous for 
the successful recovery of the treasure frm 
the Egypt, will proceed to Bordeaux, 
where, an conjunction with another ship, 
she will try to bring to the surface the 
cargo, comprising 5,000 tons of copper, 
from the Spanish vessel Niviembre, which 
was torpedoed off the French port by a 
a German submarine. This task is being 
undertaken on behalf of Lloyd’s under- 
writers. The same company will be eon- 
nected with another attempt to raise a 
cargo of copper from the sea floor, when 
the Rostro, the company’s second salvage 
ship will try to recover 1,000 tons of 
copper from the hold of a British ship 
which foundered 20 years ago 12 miles off 
Tunis, These sunken cargoes, while not 
approaching the huge value of the gold 
brought to the surface from the Egypt, 
are at present market values worth some- 


thing in the neighbourhood of £114,000. 


A Campers’ Congress. 


Early in June the first great inter. 
national pleasure camp ever held will be 
opened at Hampton Court, when the 
Camping Congress, organised by the 
Camping Club of Great Britain and Tre- 
land, will take place. It is intended to 
be the first step in a campaign designed 
to attract the camping enthusiasts of the 
world to these islands. Six acres of the 
Royal Park have been lent by the King. 
and on this area some six hundred men 
and women from many countries wil! 
pitch tents, providing all their own equip. 
ment and, in many cases, wearing their 
national costumes. During the Congress 
the practical side of ecamping—cheap 
international travel standards for. camp
